Subjects of reference memorandums were oonsulted as to 
whether or not they oould assist in a project to obtain informa- 
tion relative to biologioal warfare and solentlflo progress in 
the fields of bio-chemistry, baoteriology, physiology and 
genetlos. 

2. This family intends to emigrate overseas at the earliest 
opportunity. However, they do not expect to leave Austria wlth- 
in the next few months and declared themselves willing to assist 
us In establishing the necessary oontaots and channels of com- 
munication, and to uee«£fce Salzburg letter-box for their corres- 
pondence to and from Hungary after their departure from Europe, 
agreeing that we oould open the letters and use any information 
contained therein. For this worts. I have offered them 600 
schillings per month, payable commencing 1 February 1949, and I 
also promised to cover travel and other expenses incident to 
this work.
